A new national numismatic organization should be established under the name of 
FAKE MONEY CLUB OF AMERICA for collectors, dealers, researchers and producers 
of fakes, copies, reproductions, replicas, facsimiles, imitations, forgeries, restrikes, 
fantasies, souvenirs, novodels, reprints, electrotypes, casts, cameos and other non- 
genuine or false numismatic objects including altered, repaired, restored, recolored, 
reengraved, cleaned, filled, dipped, whizzed, polished, electroplated or heat treated pieces 
whether made from original or transfer plates or dies or by spark erosion, centrifugal 
casting or otherwise. The above categories shall not exclude the deliberate creation of 
errors, added counterstamps or ficticious pedigree or condition census categories. An 
MD or Ph.D degree shall not qualify a member to be a coin doctor. The preparation of 
error pieces shall be construed to have been an accidental mistake. 

Any fakes shall include ancient, medieval, or modem items as well as those planned for 
the future, whether privately, publicly or secretly sponsored. 

Membership in the organization may be denied to die hards and those involved 
with genuine numismatic examples, as confusion may result if genuine items enter the 
field and interfer with the status of fake pieces. Members shall encourage legal tender 
status for items having monetary appearance even though not intended or expected to 
circulate as counterfeit or genuine money. Members shall encourage the strengthening of 
the Hobby Destruction Act so as to give the makers of fakes the choice of including or 
excluding explanatory markings (such as “COPY”) just as has been provided for creation 
of national government products. A legal interpretation shall be accepted under the

When I learned you were writing about Henry Shaw, I wanted to be sure 
you knew about the famous Hardeman's Garden near Old Franklin, Howard 
County, Missouri. John Hardeman, up to 1829, had a 10 acre horticul¬ 
tural and botanic garden 5 miles from Old Franklin on the Missouri 
River. The garden was substantially washed away by the Missouri River 
in 1826. Shaw visited it. 

There was a newspaper published in Franklin (1819-1826) which may contain 
material on it. Charles Van Rarenswaay may know very much about it because 
he was raised nearby. I know a descendant of Hardeman who assures me Shaw 
visited the garden (a word of mouth matter handed down in the family). 

I leave further research up to you, but mention the following references: 

Wetmore, Gazetteer of the State of Missouri (1837) p. 88. 

Campbell, Gazetteer of Missouri (1874) p. 250 (Mentions Shaw) 

History of Howard & Cooper Counties, Missouri (1883) p. 165 
(Mentions garden as prototype for Shaw's Garden).

Dear Mr. Schultz: 

You have asked about some coins recovered from an alleged 
burglar in the Miami, Florida area. You were particularly interested 
in our comments as to a silver United States coin dated 1804, the 
pictures of the obverse and reverse of which were examined by us. 

We have not seen the coin itself and, therefore, are confined to 
assumptions and observations of the pictures. 

The coin appears to be a United States half dollar which 
originally bore the date 1805 and by illegal alteration subsequent to 
issuance has been changed to the date of 1804. An alteration is hand 
tooled and thereby unique. Positive identification is therefore possible. 

While the improper alteration of United States dollars of the 

1800- 1803 period into 1804 dollars was a common illegal practice, and 
many are outstanding, the number of half dollars of the period from 

1801- 1807 which were improperly modified to the date of 1804 is unusu¬ 
ally rare. In my book entitled "The Fantastic 1804 Dollar", I illus¬ 
trate on page 109 an 1806 half dollar modified to the date of 1804 and 
it was the only one I have seen or heard of prior to examining the 
picture you showed me. 

If national publicity in coin newspapers is given to this 
coin there is a likelihood that someone will be able to identify it. 

Your particular attention is called to the fact that although 
the obverse side is centered in the striking the reverse side is slightly 
off center, resulting in the border beading being farther from the edge 
at 5 o'clock and nonexistent at 11 o'clock. That beading is graduated 
in distance from the edge between those two points on the circumference. 

We would like to examine the coin itself as to its incuse 
edge lettering and particularly the manner in which the date altera¬ 
tion has been accomplished. The latter will require high magnifica¬ 
tion.

I urged Vlack to 
include it because I felt it was American. There was no evidence'of the production of 
Counterfeit halfpence in ^England during-the 1784 period. The authorization of 
Connecticut coinage.in 1785 refers in the preamble to fellow countrymen previously 
making .counterfeit halfpence. You can read it in Crosby. This is long before Machin’s 
Mills was even organized The style and structure of the few-1784 pieces is totally 
different from Machin’s or English pieces. It was obviously made by a very, 
inexperienced diemaker. 

Therefore I feel Its weight has no relationship ; fp MaChin* s nor English halfpence 
nor does its planchet diameter or thickness. I think you should try to solve the mystery of 
whether-it was a Connecticut diemaker or other New England.diemakcr and who.he 
might be.
